Colonel Roosevelt Was President, Warrior, Statesman and Author 


The first time the question came up 
tvas when the inter-allied conference 
framed the terms for the armistice be- 
tween Italy and Austria. 
In stating 
the line in which the Austrian troops 
must retire, the armistice outlined the 
frontier as it is defined in the treaty. 
This was accepted by the inter-allied 
conference but it is understood that 
Colonel E. M. »House. the American 
representative stated that the designa- 
tion of the frontier as it stood in the 
treaty between the four nations was 
hot to be taken as expressing- and posi- 
tion by the United States on that 
treaty. 


• • The same situation was again pre- 
sented when American warships parti- 
cipated in carrying out of the naval 
clauses of the armistice with Austria 
made largely under supervision of the 
Italian navy with a large number of 
war ships along the eastern coast of 
the Adriatic. The Jugo Slav element 
there manifested some opposition but 
owing to the delicate issues involved 
the question of America's attitude one 
way or the other was deferred. . 
T '-Afticjes 43 .of the treaty provides that 
It shall be kept secret but the terms 
have become known and. are occupying 
much attention in conference circles. 


^Article 4 provides that the future 
treaty of peace will give to Italy the 
Trentino, the whole of Southern Tyrol, 
the cities of Trieste, Gorizia and Gra- 
disca, the province of Istria and the 
Istrian Islands. 
Article a gives Balmatia and the Dal- 


matinan Islands to Italy.

VON HERTLING IS 


DEAD IN BAVARIA 


Former Chancellor of Ger- 


man Empire Succumbs 
After Six Days' Illness- 
Was Reichstag Member. 


Copenhagen. Jan. 6.—Count George 
F. von Hertling. the former imperial 
German chancellor, died Saturday night 
at Ruhpolding, Bavaria. He "had been 
ill for six days and was 74 years old. 


Count von Hertling was considered 


the most learned man of all the men 
called to the chancellorship of Ger- 
many since 1871. 
He had won for 


himself a scholar's reputation before 
he entered political life, and up to 1912, 
when he became Bavaria's minister- 
president, he had combined educational 
and literary work with his political 
activity- 
Von Hcrtlintr was appointed 
imperial German chancellor in October. 
1!U7. succeeding Or .George Michaelis. 
He resigmed in the fall of last year and 
the then Emperor William conferred 
upon him the Order of the Black Kagle 
. and his warm thanks for his "self- 


sacrificing 
faithfulness" 
with 
which 


.Von Hertling had served the country. 


Count von Hertling was a member 


of the 
reichstag 
continuously 
from 


1S7S to 1912. with the exception of 
the period of ISflf) to 1S9«. He became 
the Clerical party leader in 15»o*t. a AT 
the death of Count Hompesch. During 
the chancellorship of Count Von Hue-, 
low he intrusted Von Hertlintr. wljom 
he considered an able and resourceful 
diplomat, with the negotiations with 
the' vatiran.

INFLUENZA. 


The 
terrible 
epidemic of influenza, 


the greatest calamity of the kind in 
the history of the country, has had 
quite generally a revival in a less se- 
vere form. But the second edition has 
carried away a great many lives. The 
disease continues to baffle the skill of 
medical science. 


At first the medical men were con- 


fident that it- passed only from person 
to person. Yet the most singular in- 
stances of communication are reported. 
A man who visited the Colorado mining 
region in November brings home the 
story of two camps up in the moun- 
tains. Both these villages were very 
isolated. 
When 
the 
epidemic first 


spread, they had been recently visited 
by no human being but the mail car- 
rier, who clearly didn't have it. Yet 
disease raged in both 
camps. 
That 


might make -it seem as_if it was car-'! 
ried by letters, and sometimes a person 
who gives no sign of the disease wil 
carry it to others. 
, Some authorities are now saying tha 
the germ is widely prevalent through 
the air, so that it spreads regardless o 
human communication. Yet il is known 
to spread faster where people herd to 
gether in crowded rooms, cars, -fac 
tories. etc. 


Wars and pestilence always seem to 


go together. It will be some time yet 
before this plague burns itself out. The 
people must be on their guard a gains 
the peril, and every possible safeguarc 
should be used- 


It spreads very fast where a number 


of people occupy sleeping quarters to 
gether. This would seem to account 
for 
its 
rapid 
communication in the 


army cantonments. 
If several people 


must occupy one room, they should be 
very careful to get all the fresh 
air 


that is possible. We should all live ou1 
Ooor lives so far as we can. and keep 
in physical condition such that we can 
resist disease.

nearly twice her estimated wealth be- 
fore the war. 


It is agreed that Germany must pay 


for the physical damage she has done. 
A good authority makes the guess that 
an indemnity on that basis would be 
about 
$10',000,000,000. 
It is probably 


more than that rather than less, as 
he richest manufacturing district in 
France -was ravaged and its factories 
jillaged. 


Then there is the question whether

As European towns go. Versailles 


not venerable. It owes it* existance 
to its sightly situation and to the cap- 
rice of Louis XIV. the Sun Kinu. who 
built there ono of the famous palaces 
of the world. That wus two hundred 
and fifty years ago. I'ntil then, Ver- 
sailles was a mere hamlet standing in 
the midst of a royal 
hunting, park. 
King Louis made it the virtual capital 
of the greatest power in Europe. As 
long as the Boutbon kings ruled, Ver-' 
smiles was the real center of the social 
.ind political life of France. The armis- I 
tlce that ended our own Revolutionary 
war was signed in the royal palace at 
Versailles, for the French were then 
our allies. 


The French revolution may be said 


:o have begun at Versailles, for there 
the states general met in May 1789. and 
here was taken the famous oath of 
he Tennis Court, when the members 
of the Assembly vowed never to ad- 
"ourn until they had given a constitu 
ion to France. Before long the revolu- 
ion outgrew "Versailles, and the as- 
sembly moved ta Pa; is. twelve miles 
iway. 
That was the beginning of a 


ong period of neglect 
for Versailles. 


Napoleon did not take any particular 
nterest m the place nor' did any of 
he restored 
Bourbons 
except Louis 


hilippe, who transformed it into a 
national 
museum dedicated to 
the 
'glory of France." 


During the siege of Paris in 1870-71 
he German headquarters were at Ver-

the whipping acV'prohibiting the cor- 
poral punishment of women.

Fifty years passed. The seed which 


had been plan ted !(\ n 1820 began to 
take root In iBjQ^'.jfciid the question of 
special legislationi<for women --again- 
bobbed up.' ;: THI'S, tlnie ari\ci"v&s 
passed allowing women to be posses- 
sors of their own property—a mag- 
nanimous document known as the 
married women's property act. 


Those,two acts, smalt in themselves, 


were o,f great portent to women. They 
were the first admission that women 
had any rights or legal status.

In;the last fifty years women have 


come to "the foreground In'leaps and 
bounds. By the interpretation act of 
1889 the government went so far as 
to allow that "words In, any act of 
parliament passed after 1850 Imputing 
the masculine gender shall Include 
females unless the contrary intention 
appears."—London Mail.

To aid the pub'ic in 


determining a man's time in the war 
zone and the number of limes wound- 
ed, the following has been prepared: 


"War Service Chevron: A "V" shaped 


bar of gold lace, worn on lower part 
of left sleeve of all uniform coats, ex- 
cept fatigue cpats( by officers, field i 
clerks and enlisted 
men 
who 
have 


served six months in 
the war 
zone. 


This chevron is worn point down. An 
additional chevron is allowed lor each 
six months service. 


Wound Chevron: Also a '"\~" shaped 


1-ar of gold lace, worn point down, on 
the right sleeve. Xot more than one 
wound chevron can l^e worn if two or 
more wounds are suffered at the same 
time. 


Silver Chevron: For 
officers, 
field 


clerics and enlisted men who served six 
months outside the theatre of opera- 
tions a silver chevron (worn the same 
as the gold chevron) is allowed. 
For 


each additional six 
months 
another 


chevron is worn. 


Scarlet Chevron: Soldiers honorably 


discharged wear a 
scarlet 
chevron, 


point up. on the left siee\e above the 
elbow. 
These are in addition to the 


usual service stripes. 


Ser% ice Stripe: Enlisted men 
who 


served three years trill uear service 
stripes of the corps or department of 
service. The stripes are worn diago- 
nally on both sleeves of the dress coat 
below elbow. 


Sky Blue Cloth Chevron: Service of 
less than six months in theatre of war 
is indicated by a sky blue cloth worn 
as the gold war service- chevron.
